New Type 

HE CHURCH AT ANTIOCH, one 

of the great commercial cities 
of the Roman world, was where 
we Gentiles came in, The writer 
is indebted to his former teacher, 
Dr. Charles Erdman, for noting 
four ways in which that church 
in Antioch was something new. 


They had no Old Testament, 
they knew nothing of the Old 
Testament sacrifices, they had 
no interest in the Temple or in 
the history of Israel. Like most 
Gentiles, they had usually 
thought of the Jew as a quaint 
but unimportant minority 
group. Now that these Gentiles 
were in the same church with 
Jews, there would be plenty of 
room for trouble. 


Could a church made up of such 
different races become a_ true 
Brotherhood? So the old mother- 
church at Jerusalem sent up 
Brother Barnabas to look around. 
Barnabas was not the church’s 
most brilliant rnind, but he had a 
heart full of faith, 


New Leaders 


(ey DOES NOT ALWAYS give 
the greatest successes to the 
“big names.’’ Nowadays every one 
who knows his Bible knows Paul 
and Barnabas; but in Antioch both 
men were unknown at first, and 
untried, 


When God wants a Reforma- 
tion he calls forth a Luther, 
an obscure .man who never 
fitted any of the existing priest- 
ly molds, When God wanted to 
open up Africa he called David 
Livingstone; when he wanted 
men for the far interior of Asia 
he called Hudson Taylor, When 
he wanted light to shine down 
into the slums he called William 
Booth, 


These were all peculiar men by 
the standards of their times; but it 
takes peculiar men to break away 
from tradition’s hearth-fire and 
break out new roads for the Gospel. 


New Center 


OR SOME TIME Jerusalem was 

the capital of the Christian 
world. All roads led out from there, 
so to speak, With the rise of the 
Antioch church, however, a new 
center took the place of the old. 
Jerusalem withered ‘away. In later 
times Alexandria led, and then 
other cities. 


For a thousand years Rome 
and Constantinople were the ac- 
knowledged centers of the Chris- 
tian world. Now we have also 
London—New York—Geneya... 
Many such centers have small 
beginnings. In America’s early 
days the churches of Scotland 
sent over missionary offerings 
for the help of the struggling 
little church of New York, 

In future years, who knows? Some 
church in Yunnan may be sending 
missionaries to the feeble folk left 
in the war-devastated ex - white 
world.

New Name 


OCH is no longer a city of 
any importance, Missionaries 
go to it, not from it, But old Antioch 
left us something still cherished, 
a new name for believers: Chris- 
tlan, That name itself proves 
something.

science clubs throughout the United 
States to trap 13 species of wild, 
outdoor mice that scientists would 
like to know more about. 

The students were to domesti- 
cate and breed the smal! mammals 
in their school laboratories and ob- 
serve them for signs of cancer and 
other diseases, as well as for 
genetic variations.

“Up to now, Dr. Little reported, 
thousands of students in thirty- 
seven states and the District of 
Columbia had responded to the call. 
Detailed instructions were sent 
them by the laboratory, but since 
the work is necessarily slow no re- 
sults had been reported yet. 

In New York, small groups of 
students in the Bronx high school 
of science, Prospect Heights high 
school and Manual Training high 
school in Brooklyn became in- 
terested. Seven girls and five boys 
from the two Brooklyn schools 
made traps under the direction of 
Harry Cole, science teacher in 
Manual Training, for setting out in, 
the public parks. 

That was when the parks de- 
partment halted the hunt. No traps 
could be set in the parks, an fe 
cial ruled, because, in the first 
place, squirrels might get caught. } 
And, in ‘the second place, there 
were no mice in our parks, anyway.

FARM NEWS 


Fertilization for fish produc- 
tion should begin about Febru- 
ary 1, provided no extremely cold 
weather exists .and no heavy 
rains are falling at that time. 

Early fertilization is aimed at 
providing food for both bass and 
bluegills in preparation for the 
early spawning season. Bass 
spawn only once and spawning 
will take place in March, April 
and May. Blue-gills spawn from 
mid-May until early frost. If 
food is limited, and this may de- 
pend upon proper fertilization, 
neither may spawn at all. The 
pond will therefore become un- 
balanced. 

Fertilization for underwater 
weed control should begin no 
later than February 1. The fert 
lizer rate is 100 pounds of 6-8- 
and ten pounds of nitrate of 
soda (or five pounds of amon- 
ium nitrate) weekly or twice the

Reticent About Fortune 
Charles was reticent about the 
fortune which the old “papa” had | 


left. but he admitted thot his father 


consisted of fees paid to ‘Papa Che- | 


Joseph Cheroux, the ‘king of the 
beggars,’ possessed that inventive 
genius, combined with an extraor- 


dinary ability for big senle or- 
ganization, that makes men cap- 
tains of industry. Fifty vears ago 
he decided to apply his great tal- 
ents to the organization of 1 e beg- 
ging fraternity. 

Cheroux did two things for his 
profession: He offered new methods 
of begging, for a small share in 
the earnings, or a substantial fee; 
he also compiled the first ‘‘Direc- 
tory for Beggars’'—a fat volume 
with the names of many thousands 
of rich “donors” in western Europe 
and Britain. 

Cheroux invented over a hundred 
new tricks for street beggars. 

Look at the poorly dressed man, 
carrying a heavy suitcase. A small 
boy accompanies him, holding his 
hand. He stops a passer-by and 
asks, in the broad dialect of the 
countryman, how he could get beds 
for the boy and himself for a shil- 
ling. He came to the city this morn- 
ing, and had his purse stolen by a 
pickpocket at the railway station. 
The little boy nods his head, and 
cries: ‘I’m hungry, daddy.’ Be- 
lieve it or not several pounds a 
day can be made with this little act. 


Favorite Trick 


Even more successful, according 
to Cheroux, was his ‘‘match trick’’ 
—prerequisites: An old man or 
woman, poorly dressed but clean 
and neat, and a box of matches. At 
dusk, in one of the ‘good’ streets. 
the old beggar lights a match and 
looks along the gutter. 

Alas and alack, she has dropped 
a coin, a half crown piece that 
should have paid for her supper 
and the return fare to a distant 
suburb. Kind hearted people try to 
help her find the coin. They dip 
into their own pocket to console the 
distressed old being. 

Cheroux’s cynical suggestion to 
his clients: ‘‘Most people are busy- 
bodies—they will ask you what you 
are doing when they see you light 
your match, Take many boxes.’
